OF CLINTON, DEAD 


WELL KNOWN RESIDENT AND 


HOTEL MAN. 


Passed Away Sunday Morning After a 


Long Illness of a Rheumatic Nature 
—Several Pleasant Socials Partici- 
pated in By Many—News of a Per- 
sonal Nature. 


ClintoD, July 25—Frank Salisbury, a 


well known resident of Clinton, and a 
Teteran hotel man, died at his home in 
this Tillage, on Sunday morning, July 
23, 1899, after a long illness of a rheu- 
matic nature. He had been in poor 
health for a number of years and had 
not been out of the house since last 
November. 
He gradually failed at the 


last until the end came quietly at 6 
o'clock a. m. Sunday. Deceased was 
born near Syracuse, N. T., on February 
15, 1826, and came to "Wisconsin in an 
early day. He conducted the Beau- 
mont House at Green Bay up to 1869, 
when he came to Clinton' and has re- 
Bided here ever since. 
He was propri- 


etor of the Commercial House in this 
place for many years until he retired 
from business on account of his health. 
Mr. Salisbury was twice married, his 
first wife dying young and leaving one 
son, George M. Salisbury, who lives in 
Chicago. His second wife, who died a 
few years ago, was Mary Camp, to 
whom he was united in marriage about 
twenty-five years ago. Two children 
were born to them, Frank Salisbury and 
Miss May Salisbury, both of whom are 
at home. Mr. Salisbury was at one 
time a prominent Mason and was widely 
known in that order.

made in the Clinton cemetery.

And this is 
wiy some so-called catalogue houses 
that sell for spot cash only, can, and do 
advertise 'pure manila' twine at from one 
to three cents lower than the local deal- 
ers sell a first class twine. One who 
inows the business can tell the grades 
just as farmers can tell at a glance the 
difference between .No. 1 and lower 
grades of -wheat, 
But 
those who are 


not posted cannot tell until their binder 
misses bundles, and then they usually 
blame the machine. The papers report- 
ed that during the month of March, '99, 
150,000 bales of condemned' manila fiber 
were shipped [from the Philippine is- 
lands to America to be spun into bind- 
ing 
twine and advertised and sold by 


catalogue houses, mostly from Chicago. 
With these facts before us we are not 
surprised to see 'pure manila' offered to 
the farmers for a cent or two below tt e 
wholesale price of No. 1 twice. It is a 
fact sometimes forgotten that a dealer 
can do business cheaper, and can afford 
to sell on a closer margin than any firm 
possibly can do in a city like Chicago 
where rents are ten times higher than in 
country towns. The intensely sharp 
competition between tho several dealers 
in this and the surrounding towns will 
keep the price of binding twine' and all 
other articles fully as low and in most 
cases much lower than the same quality 
can be bought away from home. Be- 
sides, the home dealer will cheerfully 
make right any thing that does not prove 
to be as represented."

The United States postal department 


is always up to date. It is now consid- 
ering the adoption of automobiles for 
mail collecting 
iu urban districts. 


Considering that motor vehicles are 
but just beginning to be used for com- 
mercial purposes, this is a stroke of 
enterprise on the part of the postal 
authorities. 


The first experiments were, mnde by 


Postmaster Dorr of Buffalo, and he 
has demonstrated that automobiles 
.tvould be a valuable addition to the 
postal service of large cities. His tests 
Bhow a saving of both time and money, 
two vital considerations when it comes 
to transporting the mails. 


Through the kindness of Dr. Tru- 


man J. Martin, who owns an auto- 
mobile trap, Postmaster Dorr was able 
to- make some practical experiments 
Iu the collection of mails, and his re- 
port on the result has just been re- 
ceived at the postoffice department. 
He says that Dr. Martin offered the 
use of his automobile for trial In the 
collection of mails from street letter 
boxes to demonstrate its advantages 
over the horse collection wagon.

lias made it a point never to own any 
horses, but it is a necessary part of 
his equipment, and without.it he could 
not make all the collections required 
of him in tho time allowed. Thq extra 
allowance on 36 of the routes is §300; 
on the other three it is .?400. 


But tliis arrangement hns its limita- 


tions. Tho collections have to be made 
over the whole of an extensive dis- 
trict in the time between 11 p. m. and 
S.30 a. m., for tlie mail collected has to 
t>e in the Boston office in time to catch 
the early mail for New York, whicli- 
closes at -4 a. m. 
Accordingly the 


routes to be covered by one horse, 
•which is all a single carrier is allowed, 
have to be kept down within the aui- 


• mal's strength. 


The many miles of smooth asphalt 


pavement in 'Washington and Philadel- 
phia, would ' make both those cities, 
ideal places fo'r the use of the automo- 
bile mail wagons. Especially on the 
night collections,- when streets are al- 
most deserted, could these motor ve- 
hicles be used to great advantage, for 
they could be ruu at great speed.
